Mr. Chairman, Mrs. Walker and Gentlemen, 


It is my privilege to submit my sixteenth Annual Report upon the vital 
statistics, sanitary conditions and general health in the Rural District of 
Knighton. 


In submitting my report I shall endeavour to include in addition to the 
required statistics and particulars of infectious diseases, an account of 
sanitation in the area under my control. 


During the year several properties were brought up to modern standards 
through improvements carried out under various Statutes. A total of 23 plan: 
were given byelaw consent for this purpose and improvement work proceeded 
satisfactorily. 


Several difficulties were encountered in preparing the Council's Slum 
Clearance Programme but it is hoped that within the coming year much progress 
will be made and that several families will be rehoused. 


It is encouraging to record that during the year the first part of the 
Bleddfa and Lugg Valley Water Supply Scheme was commenced and owing to 
favourable weather conditions the contract was well ahead of schedule by the 
end of the year.

All matters of Public Health are under the control of these Officers, 
and the whole Council deal with matters of Public Health, there being no 
separate Public Health Committee for the Council. 


STATISTICS. 
Total Area (in acres) of the District 88, 667

BIRTHS. 


There were 39 live births registered during the year, of which 17 were 
male, and 22 female, giving a birth rate of 13.0 per 1,000 of the population 
of the area. 


The Birth rate for 1958 was 14.6 per 1,000 population of the area. 
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DEATHS. 


The total number of deaths of all ages registered during the year was 
36 giving a death rate of 12.0 for the whole district as compared with 33 
deaths in 1958 giving a rate of 11.0 per 1,000. 


INFANTILE MORTALITY. 


There were 2 deaths of infants under 1 year of age as compared with none 


in 1958. 
ANTE-NATAL CLINIC AND TREATMENT CiINTRES. 


There are Ante-Natal Infant Welfare and Tuberculosis Clinics in operation 
at Knighton and Llandrindod Wells. The Home Visiting of expectant mothers 
attending the Ante-Natal Clinic is undertaken by the Health Visitor. 


Within reasonable distance Hereford, Shrewsbury, Llandrindod Wells and 
Newtown Hospitals are available for treatment, and Hereford and Shrewsbury 
have centres for the treatment of veneregl diseases. 


ORTHOPEADIC SCHEME. 


This scheme covers all children and adults with fortnightly clinic at 
Llandrindod Wells. 


SCHOOL MEDICAL SERVICE. 


Resulting from the regular inspection, provision is made for treatment. 
An Hye clinic is installed in Knighton and Llandrindod Wells. A Mobile 
Dental Service is provided at each school in the area. 


INFECTIOUS DISHASES. 
No notification of infectious diseases were received during the year. 
SCHOOL CANTEENS. 


All schools in the Rural District have canteens where mid-day meals are 
provided for the scholars. 


FOOD INSPECTION. 


All food premises within the district are periodically inspected by the 
Public Health Inspector. 


WATER SUPPLIES. 


In March, 1958 a Public Inquiry was held in connection with the Council's 
proposal to install a new water supply Scheme to serve the villages of Bleddfa, 
Liangunllo, Whitton, Norton and adjoining hamlets. Early this year the 
Minister's sanction was given to the scheme and a start was made. Progress 
of the work was good due to the extremely fine and dry summer and by the end 
of the year the contractors were well ahead of schedule. 


The dry weather during the summer and autumn months however necessitated 
considerable supervision of all water supplies within the district and I am 
pleased to report that not once was there any real danger of failing supplies 


MILK SUPPLY. 


There are no main dealer's premises situated within the Council's area, 
but three retailers from adjoining Authorities retail milk in this Rural 
District, all three being subject to supplementary licences for this purpose.

The District Nurses working in the Rural Area act as Health Visitors for 
the County Council.

No new factories have been opened within the district during the year.

Area.
